ANTI-BRITISH PROPAGANDIST 
} LOSES LIFE INTEREST IN 


LARGE ESTATE. 


(BY DisPaTcu) 
LONDON, July 28.—An English 
court today decided that Houston 
Stewart Chamberlain, the English- 


man who was notorious during the 
war by reason of his violent anti- 
British propaganda, is now a Ger- 
man subject within the meaning of 
the Versailles Treaty, and conse- 
quentiy forfeits a life interest in 
the estate of his uncle, the late 
Gen. Sir Crawford Trotter Cham- 
berlain. 

Chamberlain was born in England 
im 1855, lived tin Vienna from 1882 
to 1906, and afterwards went to Ger- 
many where he divo his first 
wife. In he-marrted Eva 
Wagner, a daughter of the famous 
composer, Richard Wagener. 

During the war he wrote numer- 
ous articles bitterly assailing Great 
Britain. In 1916 he became a 
naturalised German and 
mee then has been living at Bey- 
rut 

Chamberlain's lawyer argued that 


‘}he could nat change his allegiance 


by an illegal act, and was, there- 
fore, a British subject, according to 
English law, but the court held 
that Chamberlain had committed «a 
crime against the laws of England, 
being liable to trial for treason, and 
according to German municipal aw 
he was a German citizen within the 
meaning of the Treaty of Versailles, 
and as such was not entitled to the 
inheritance.

UO STOP 
ROAD CUTTING. 
Tearing Up of Pavements in 
County Hit by Supervisors. 
Means Destruction in Some 
Cases, Says Woodley, 


Counsel Instructed to Drew 
Up Stiff Ordinance. 


The Board of Supervisors yester- 
Gay adopted resolutions esking the 
County Counsel to draft an ordi- 
nance designed to prevent cutting of 
pavements for the purpose of lay- 
ing pipes beneath the roadbed. 
This practice, it is asserted, has in- 
jureéd permanentiy much pavement, 
the process being inferior 
to the completely laid roadbed, and 
it also has closed the streets to traf- 
fic and caueed great inconvenience ot 
the public. It is proposed to have all 
pipes laid beneath the sidewalks or 
under the roads by tunneling. 
The board's resolutions follow: 
“Inasmuch as the present method 
of cutting the pavement of the 
county roads promiscuously when a 
permit is asked for is most - 
ous to the roads and inconvenient 
to the traveling public, 

“Now therefore, be it resolved: 
That it be the policy of this Board 
of Supervisom of Los Angeles county 
in the future to require the use of 
the greatest care in granting per- 
mits to cut paved street and road 
surfaces, and where it is necessary 
to cut a pavement for any purpose 
that crosscuts shall be as short as 
possible and at regular . intervals 
from the side of the pavement and 
from each other, leaving uninter- 
rupted and continuous passage slong 
the street for traffic: 
“Further, That it be the pol- 
icy of this board not to allow 
the laying of any main Iine pipes 
or conduits in the future under «a 
pavement or in a street whe 
ment may be laid, but to’ require 
all pipe lines and conduits to be 
laid at the side of the road in park- 
way or under sidewalk;
